After we read 
the story, we send it to the penciler, who 
draws it. This stage takes the most amount 
of time — artists have to put in a lot of 
imagination and design! 

Then the writer looks at the penciled story 
and writes the word balloons to go in each 
panel. After that’s done, the letterer's job is 
to neatly put the writer's words on the pen- 
ciled pages. Next, the inker goes over the 
pencils with black ink, making them look 
like comic pages! Last but not least, the 
colorist adds the beautiful colors and —ta- 
daa — the art is done! 

We send the finished anwork to the printer, 
who actually prints many copies and sends 
them to the comics stores where you buy 
your BARBIE and BARBIE FASHON!
